Television game shews are wackier than ever. The variety of fun is endless. However, in these 
super-busy times of ours it seems that there is less tiire to devote to watching them so one 
must be more and more selective. This article is designed to help you make the wisest selection 
of which show to watch when you can't watch more than one. To make this reference as handy 
as possible I'll discuss each show individually and then rate it with *s. Four *s meaning a 
must one * meaning blichyo (pronounce the "ch" in blichy as if it were German.) 

FAMILY FEUD : What a turkey! The ratio of quizzing to chatting is terrible. Host Richard 
Dawson has more methods for wasting time than Willard Scott does and believe me Willard Scott 
has plenty . For the uninitiated, FAMILY FEUD consists of having two families line up and try 
to guess a studio audiences answers to a poll. The average prize money awarded per show is 
about $3,000 — now remember that that whopping sum is divided five ways. Yawni * 

JEOPARDY: What can be said that hasn't been said already? This is it in terms of high audi nee 
participation (I love howling the answer before the contestants!) high stakes (double- jeopardy 
is such an intreagueing gamble) and what a ratio of Questions to banter! Each show has 
about 81 questions. That's an outrageous four questions a minute during on-air-time. 
Alex Trebek is no Don Pardo but I still love it. **** 

JOKERS' WILD: It has alot of questions for your thirty-minutes but they are often very easy. 
I have gone through whole shows without missing any. Too much of the show is based on luck 
to suit me. A good concept just a little shaky at the seems. ** 

NAME THAT TUNE: This show is too specialized. Unless you are a pop music fanatic from the 
fourties thru seveties you are doomed on this shew. The bid a note is comic and definitely 
entertaining (I get so excited when someone says — "Rick, I can name that tune in one note!") 
however, the games are arcane and unfair — the tie breakers are too quick — the winnings are 
paltry. Skip this one. * 

HE 1 I CAN'T REMEMBER THE NAME OF: It cones on CBS immediately after THE PRICE IS RIGHT . It 
is supposed to be funny and some tines is. Three couples go against each other and have to 
place things in one of two catagories. For example the question might be... ."Tell me if the 
following is a former Secretary of War or a gland in the human body. Secretary or Gland." 
Then the emcee goes through a list and the contestants say either Secretary or Gland. It 
can be very funny, it can also be very dumb. OH BOY! I remember the name! EVERY SECOND 
COUNTS 1 Anyway, it won't last another year. ** 

THE PRICE IS RIGHT: Talk about your oldies. Bob Barker is the Ponce De Leon of daytime t.v. 
If you like Johnny Olsen describing prizes this game is for you. The man averages thirty 
descriptions a show. But that's part of the problem, there is so much goggling at prizes 
that games are slighted. In sixty minutes there are only 14 actual questions — that leaves 
alot of time for goggling. .. and hurraing ... and hahing...and chatting. . .The wholesale greed 
displayed on this show is refreshing and the number of prizes doledout is impressive but 
I can't really recomend it as a staple. ** 

THE WHEEL OF FORTUNE: Pat Sayjak (the master of Dick Cavet act-alikes) hosts what has become 
the most popular game show in recent memory. The show has soma great features .. .excellent 
opportunity for audience participation, the wittiest host in the business, and the lovely 
Vanna White who turns around the letters of the puzzle with such grace and style. The 
weakest aspect is the fact that only five puzzles are presented each time. Fortunately 
the show does edit out most of the wheel spinning which used to take forever. All in all 
a respectable show that will probably last a long while to come. *** 

That's not a complete list but it's a start. Maybe more later.

Due to the turr oil surrounding the change of pollsters this year, I have 
attempted to keep procedural changes to a minimus. Nonetheless, we do have a few: 

There is no "official" proclamation against grudge votes this year. As a 
voter, you may vote using any criteria that you deem fair and reasonable. Some 
people tend to ignore such a restriction anyway, as Randolph Siayth mournfully 
pcir.tsd out after last year's poll. So *he restriction was unenforceable — and 
in B y opinion, unrealistic as well. That Is, I believe that the quality of a 
sine (or the voters' opinions thereof, which is after all what the poll is supposed 
to measure) CAN be affected by the publisher's ethics or his stance regarding 
feuds — the basis of most grudge votes, if you will. Vote as you see fit. 

Anyone who has participated In the Diplomacy hobby since April 1, l9&i*TT*~ 

eligible to vote. 

I will be discounting the top and bottoBlOSS (as opposed to last year's B%) 
el the votes cast for any given zine, subzine, or GM. This figure will be 
rtur.iad down, so that zines (etc.) receiving fewer than ten votes will not be 
sutjeet to this provision. T believe that Randolph applied this loBoing-off 
rrcteoure oaiy to the zines last year; I'll be applying it to the suhtines and

be averaged with the zines' "averaging" scores to produce a single final list 



In addition to providing a second list of scores to be combined with' the zines* 
mean scores, the preference matrix should prove to add interest to the poll results 
by itself, as it will be portrayed in graphic form. I have devised a formula which 
will translate a sine's raw score from the matrix to a nunber ranging from 0 to 
10, so that the combining of the lists will be practical. 

There may be other embellishments to the presentation of the results, depending 
on what I can dream up to make the final product more Interesting to the readers. 
We'll see. 

A few clarifications regarding specific publications and GMsj as mentioned 
In the GM poll announcement, be sure to distinguish between the two Ron Browns if 
you vote for either or both. Treat Vfhltestonla as a zine, Ka thy' s Komer as a 
subzir.e (to keep the status quo from years past.) The editor of Bad Doggie 
treats that product as a subzine even though it sometimes appears separately from 
the parent zine; therefore the poll will tabulate 3D as a subzine. Ditto for 
Orphan Cltv i treat it as a subzine.
